INFORMATION  TO  HOME  BUILDERS 

BEFORE  you  make  any  arrangements  to  build  you  must  first  de- 
cide  definitely  the  kind  of  home  you  want,  the  style  of  archi¬ 
tecture,  number  and  sizes  of  the  various  rooms  and  materials, 
fixtures,  etc.,  that  you  will  want  included. 

After  you  have  made  your  selection  from  this  book,  secure  com¬ 
plete  blue  print  plans  with  details,  together  with  specifications;  these 
will  be  your  instructions  for  mechanics  to  follow  in  assembling  and 
completing  all  departments  of  the  work  to  your  entire  satisfaction. 

These  instruments  of  service  represent  the  best  investment  home 
builders  can  make,  saving  many  times  their  cost  in  delays,  misunder¬ 
standings  and  money. 

Be  sure  that  definite  boundary  lines  have  been  established  to  in¬ 
sure  your  home  being  constructed  on  your  own  lot  and  located  just 
where  you  want  it. 

If  you  are  to  secure  a  building  loan,  do  not  allow  any  work  to  be 
done  or  materials  delivered  to  the  property  until  all  financial  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  completed.  You  cannot  get  a  building  loan  after 
work  has  been  started. 

Record  both  your  loan  papers  and  building  contract  and  arrange 
for  fire  insurance  to  protect  you  fully  during  the  construction  work, 
also  see  that  Contractor  carries  both  public  liability  and  workmen’s 
compensation. 

Whenever  you  pay  out  money  insist  upon  receiving  receipted 
bills  from  Material  dealers  and  sub-contractors  and  from  dealers  sup¬ 
plying  sub-contractors,  and  it  is  a  good  idea  to  have  these  bills  show 
the  particular  job  materials  were  for,  that  you  will  know  you  are  pay¬ 
ing  your  own  bills  and  not  bills  for  some  other  job. 

Payments  are  made  to  the  contractor  as  the  work  progresses, 
usually  about  as  follows: 

The  first  20%  when  the  first  floor  joists  are  in  place  and  rough 
lumber  is  on  the  job. 

The  second  20%  when  the  roof  is  on. 

The  third  20%  when  the  building  is  plastered. 

The  fourth  20%  when  the  building  is  completed. 

The  fifth  20%  after  time  has  elapsed  for  filing  mechanics’  liens.
